ATTEAIFTED SELF-MDEUER. 

An Unfortunate Woman Strives to End 
lier Dislaslefitl Lite. 

At about 9 o'clock yesterday morning 
a delilieratu attempt lo end her own life 
was made by a young woman of some 
twenty years of age, known among 
her u!i.sociate3 liy tho name of "jadie, 
and who reside.M at No. 5G Broad street. 
TliB unfortunate yomig Woman had had 
a ((uavrel earlier in the day witl^ a 
young man who for the past two years 
had monopolized the greater i)art of her 
time. High wordst pa.ssed Ijelween the 
two, and tliu man, devoid of any man- 
hood however, liiuilly struck liis frail 
companion in the face. The blow waM 
severe enoiigli to leave a mark of tho 
brutal hand that gave it, and it was the 
lost drop in tho cup of unsery reiiuired 
to induce the y,ir\ to attempt to iloatroy 
her life. .She was not without 
the moans of compassing her .self- 
destruotion, and full (uiuce uf laud- 
anum was hastily awallovved. Finding 
her unconscious, her temalo companions 
at once surmised what she had done 
and called in the services of Dr. Cramp- 
ton, of ('"ort street, a recent addition to 
tho rank.sof the meilicnl profc.',i:tioii here. 
The usual remedies wore applied, just in 
time however, and the would-bu siticido 
was brought liaek to life and conscious- 
n2ss after several hours' hard work. 
The young man who was the indirect 
cause of tlie attempted saioide, beuig a 
useless member of any community, 
should as speedily as possible be jxi- 
litoly requested by the police to rid Vic- 
toria of bis undesirable presence.

Mr. G. W. De Beck, wlio arrived in 
Vv jatininster uu V.'cur.cj.!:;"- ''■■■'■i "i- 
covery Passage, Vancouver Island, fur- 
nished the Columbian with the follow- 
ing particulars of the drowning of threo 
Indian women in .Seymour Narrows 
about eight days »j;o. The accident 
was witucsHcd liy three men who were 
aboard u sloop anchored in Menzie^ Bay 
at the time. The canoe containing the 
Indian women entered . the NaiTow.>) 
while the tido was rushing through at a 
terrible rate of speed. The craft pas.sed 
safely and swiftly along until clear of 
the Narrows, and then despite the 
strongest efTorts of the occupants, it was 
carried by the irresistible current direct 
towards the breakers, round which tho 
waters were boUing and tumbling as if 
lashed by a hurricane. The women saw 
their peril, and endeavored to head the 
canoe for a Hiiiall island that lay between 
them and tlic lireiikera, but tho effort 
was usclcas as the tide was set in an 
adverse direction, and their united ef- 
forts wa.i not .sutiicient to make any no- 
ticeable change in the position of the 
little veiisel. In a fi.w Ke."."-V: tl.o i.-laiid 
was left behind, and tlio cairje rapidly 
approached tlie breakers. It wa.s tiun 
noticed that the women gave themselves 
up for lo.st and lay down in the bottom 
of the eunoe to await their end. The 
boat swept on, spinning around like a 
top when it encountered an eddy, and 
presently reaulieil the outer lino of the 
breakers. Once it was aeen to rise on a 
huge billow and tiien disappear, and 
that was all.

There is no room in such 
thoroughfares for air to circu- 
late, and their supply of light 
is exceedingly limited. In old timeb 
wheti the laws of health were not under- 
stood parts of cities were built as suitod 
the whinia and tliu narrow ideas ol 
greedy and ignorant jiroprietora aud 
builders. Many of tlio streets wert 
narrow and crooked, and the houses oii 
them .fy;ere,built in. .defiance of sanitary 
law. - These sliuns, as the cities gruw, 
were a nuisance as well as a diygrace. 
Many of them were luit sullcrcd to re 
main. When the city govenuneut be 
came enliglilened, and when the citizent 
came to know that tliey '.verc liotbeds 

of .disease they frere .condeumed 

pa dangerous deformities, and tin. 
whole area on which they stood 
was rearranged and re-built. 
The dirty narrow lanes were re- 
placed by wide, handsome avenues, and 
tine buildings were erected ou the sitet 
of the cabiua and hovels. Tliu dirty, 
stinking quarter, inhabited by people 
who lived in squalor and misery, was 
transformed iuto the most beautiful and 
salubrious part of tlie city. ]5ut this was 
done at an immense expense to the com- 
munity. Tliia truusforniutiou has nut 
■ token place ''iu''evdry'eity; ' The n<irrow 
filthy streets are allowed to remain in 
too many cities, and are-.to: them iwhai 
a fostering sore i° to the human body. 
When they became too unpleas- 
ant to live in witii any de- 
gree of comfort, respectable, well- 
to - do people left them. .Every 
year they became more ahaliby ,and 
every- year their inhabitants were .» 
erade' lower and less ' reputable' than 
those of the preceding year, until at 
last they are now tlie lairs of the d ri'^-' 
of the city's populaliun- -places in v. hieli 
iiu dcoeui person enters, if lie can help 
it, eveu in daylight, and which no 
honest man or woman thinks of passing 
through after bight sets in. The nar- 
rowness and the darkness as well as the 
noisonieness of these narrow, streets 
make them safe for the luwle»* and de- 
graded part of the population. 

No one wants nests of- crime and 
misery to be built in :yiotoria, 'butif;tl]e 
Corporation permits these narrow streets 
to remain thoy will, no matter how re- 
spectable the people that live in them 
now may be, become more aud more 
disreputable until the time comes when 
no decent person will live on them or do 
any business in their yiobaity. ' " 

Tb« by*law.wUbIi makes the fflinimnm 
ivjdth,of a street in ,t^)<^it]r^«ixty I feet 
' is'a-Wise one.' ' No s^reei is 'fif to' liv<' 
on which ia less than sixty fuet wide. 
I>et tlie owuerd of property on those nar- 
row laues have the street made of the 
-proper width. It is their interast to do 
^'thisv A house or other building iv 
worth more on suoha street than on one 
that is too narrow for either 'health or 
convenience. The twenty feet ct so 
which is necessary to muke the street of 
the proper widtli will not be lost to the 
owner of the property. The strip which 
becomes part of the street will add very 
oonsiderably to the Value of ' the whole 
-^hjperty;' ■ ' ' 

The corporation very properly refused 
to take over the extension to Pandora 
street until it was made of the width re- 
quired by law. Are the owners of the 
property along that street now sorry 
j.tlwt the Council was firm.' Wd'veature 
' 'to'say that' there is not one of them who 
will not say that the Council did per- 
fectly right even when their own inter 
est in the property is alone considered, 
and there can be no question as to the 
wisdom of their action when viewed 
fro^i the standpoint of the publio ' wel- 
fare. 

There are, we see, twenty.one cf 
these narrow streets in different parts 
of the city'. The fouiicil i.s furthoriii 
not only the welfare of the city, hut tlie 
interests of those who own land border- 
ing these streets when they refuse to 
recogniM one of them as a publio thor- 
ougb|are. . \Ve fkra quite sure that in re- 
fiuing to take oyer- a' street leas XYkw 
' sixty foet in width they 'hWi' tlie cor- 
dial approval of the great majority of 
the citizein. 



his exploratory voyages through Hud- 
son Strait and across Hudson's Bay, in 
ships expressly fitted out for that pur- 
pose. The man who, after carefully 
reading those accounts, can come to the

route, a trade in whicli it ia necessary 
for men to in«ure their ships and to bu 
able, with something like exactitude, to 
calculate „]ipan ..their arrival at stated 
times, must have a singularly constituted 
mind. We can undorstnud liow men 
who are too lazy, or too careless, or too 
stupid to investigate for themselves and 
who are besides r^ady to believe any 
fine story that a sanguine or au inter-

believe that the Hudson Bay can be 
made a trade route. But how an intel- 
ligent man, who is dotermiacd to 
make his own enquiries and to 
do his own thinking, can come 
to that conclusion is past our 
comprehension. Even if all other con- 
ditions were favorable' the difficulty of 
navigating Hudson's Bay would, in oiir 
opiniou, lead any reasonable n-tu to tlie 
conclusion that the route is impractic- 
able. But the other conditions are not 
favorable. Nearly the whole line of 
railroadoisothroiigh la i country - which 
produces uolhiilV, aiid which cahnot be 
made to produce a great deal. Its in- 
habitauts are a few half-starved Indiivus 
aud some Hudson's Bay Company em- 
ployes. The railway can have no way 
traflic. The cars which .carry the wheat 
andiotbjari.prQduots.of. the Northwest to 
the sea'' must' come back empty. 
This will make die coat of 
transport very heavy. C«u a bulky 
commodity like wheat besr that co.st? 

Tlieu the navigation of Hudson's I5ay, 
HLicli as it is, closes so early that the 
grain canapt be 'Bent across the -sea for 
mnuy uibnths after harvest. It would 
he worse than iiseless to send grain laden 
vessels to Great Britain by the Hudson's 
Bay route in wliat we call the nututiiii. 
Tlie grain would have to remain in store 
until June or July of the year after it 
was grown. Could the.'graiu trade beai- 
this delay ? A light rate of insunuice is 
a necessity of trade in these days. The 
insurance company is not yet formed 
which would take Hudson's l>ay riaks 
at a moderate prei:.iuui. 

It is said that the Hudson's Buy 
Company have demonstrated that the 
route is p-acticablo. We hardly think 
that the grain trftde could evet be made 
so indepeudbnf^o^ 'w'eather'abd so're- 
gdrdlesa of delay as the fur trade whicli 
'has been carried on by that venerable 
corporation. One or two or tlireu 
months delay was not regarded by the 
Hudson's Bay people as a very great 
misfortune. No 6ne expected the shi-ps 
of the Company to arrive and depart 
with anything like punctuality. But 
the exigencies of the grain and provi- 
sion trades require the merchant to be 
able to calculate almost to a day the ar- 
riv-l Ol a shipment. But iu would be 
folly t<x OApcct anythuig like regularity 
from ships sailing by the' Hudson's 
Bay route, even during the short season 
in which the navigation ia open. 
Tliose who depended upon tlio urriviil of 
tlie Hudson's Bay grain-laden sliips in 
tlie nick of time would find the/uaclvi-s 
griovovlsly^„di8appointed. 

It would Wdb&b^be a very great ud- 
vantuge'ib 'the''nor1^w^t' to luvo an out- 
to the ocean 'by Hudson's Bay j but 
seeing the benefit of the route if no ob- 
stacles stood in the way of usiug it for 
tratiic, will not make it practicable. ^V « 
cannot help thinking that those who 
liave brought themselves to believe in 
the Hudson's Bay railway have studi- 
ously avoided considering the nurnhei 
and the .character of the obstacles which 
nature has placed in the way of its ever

WEATHER PROPHECIES.
